Concerning 
the meeting, a telegram says: "These 
gentl.'tTic n fully explained the sys- 
tem that has revolutionized the Wes- 
tern tobacco business and protected 
the growers of tobacco from lose 
and ruin, and estabUehedfair prices 
for their tobacco. 

"Arrangements to faicllect put the 
association's pkms for controlling and 
marketing tobacco were made, and 
farmers can commence delivering 
their tobacco to the association's 
managers in the different localities 
on railroads, wher<> the warehouses 
are located, and convenient for the 
farmers to reach by wa^on. 

"Banking arrangements for nec- 
essary advances will be mad., and 
insurance provided, and tobacco will 
be held a^ a merchantable commodi- 
ty in safe keeping condition till a 
reasonable and profitable price is 
obtained. 

"By this means gluts will be 
avoided and low pricea that prevail 
so often to the loss of tobacco grow- 
ers will be prevented. Country ware- 
house tnwris will U' built up and 
banking busines,s greatly increased. 
More money will be put in circula- 
tion among the growers of tobacco 
and the usual prevaihng hard times 
among these faithful toilers will be 
greatly improved, and this is to bu 
accomplished by applying common 
sense business methods to this great 
industry and nobody 'eallsin question 
these methods but ofrall sides they 
meet with approval.
